Tribute to Benes 


As this was the last time I 
ever saw President Benes I 
will record my tribute to him. 
In all his thought and aims he 
consistently sustained the main 
principles on which Western 
civilization is founded, and 
was ever true to the cause of 
his native land, over which 
he presided for 20 vears. He 
was a master of administra- 
tion and diplomacy. He knew 
how to endure with patience 
and fortitude long periods of 
adverse fortune 

Where he failed — and it 
cost him and his country much 
— Was in not taking violent 
decisions at the supreme 
moment. He was too experienc- 
ed a diplomatist, too astute a 
vear-to-vear politician, to 
realize the moment and to 
stake all on victory or death. 
Had he told his cannons to 
fire at Munich time the Second 
World War would have becun 
under conditions far less 
favourable to Hitler. who 
needed many months to make 
his army and his armour.
